Sales of new flats on the private 
market continue to fall, the Central 
Bureau of Statistics. reported yester- 


Releesing findings of a survey

Jerusalem hotel offers 
take-out Pessah meals

An enterprising Jerusalem hotel 
manager Mel Hefler has just in- 
of bucking the slump in tourism.

“As far as I know, this is the 
first time ea hotel in Israel has

Post last week But, says Hefler — 
a former hotel manager in New 
York State’s Catskill Mounteins — 
the practice is quite common in 
American hotels. 

The Central's food service has 
been launched now, with only Pes. 
sah foods offered. However, 
Mr. Hefler, if the experiment suc- 
ceeds it will be made a year-round 
part of the hotel's business. 

“{uitial orders are quite encoura- 
ging,” he noted. “A large city insti- 
tution, rather than time, 
effort and money to cleanse its 
kitchen for Pessah in accordance 
with Jewish dietary law, has deci- 
ded to order several hundred com-~- 
plete meals from us. We are also 
preparing orders for family sederiw 
— groups of five, 10 or 30 people 
— which will certainly make lfe 
easier for the many women who 


must work and are short of time .
